The 10th Annual Competition for Cultural and Documentary Films 
on Japan 

This competition, inaugurated in 1957, lo select films suitable for intro- 
ducing contemporary Japan abroad, was held last October in Tokyo under the 
auspices of the Association for the Diffusion of Japanese Films Abroad (Uni- 
Japan Film) and the Educational Film Producers Association of Japan with 
the support of the Ministry of Foreign Affairs and the Asahi Press. 

A jury of four members selected from various fields reviewed 45 short 
subjects {19 English versions) presented by 23 producers and selected two for 
Gold and live for Silver prizes. 

Exhibitions of the Award Winning Films were held in Tokyo, Osaka and 
Fukuoka on the 1 9th and 3 1st October, and 2nd November. The titles and 
synopses of these award winning films will be found on pages 38-39 of this 
publication.
